Here in the Fan¬ 
tastic World of Hanna-Barbera there are all kinds of 
animal stars, dogs, cats.wolves, mice.squirrels, rabbits- 
you name 'em-and bears. I hate to brag, but I’m klnda 
proud to say that I'm Hanna-Barbera's first cartoon 
bear-star l got my start as one of the characters in the 
animated films featuring my very good pal, Huckleberry 
Hound. His show was a nighttime alt-family cartoon. 
Also sharing the bill with Huck and me were those little 
old mice, Pixie and Dixie, along wtth their friendly- 
enemy, Mr. Jinks. We made over fifty of these shows, 
and if 1 do say so myself, I became an overnight tele¬ 
vision personality. As a resuft, the studio gave me 
a series of my own called The Yogi Bear Show. 

Hanna-Barbera's Funtastic World Is composed of lots 
of places as well as personalities, and Jelly stone Park 
is probably the most famous of all. There are all kinds 
of good things in Jelly stone that are fun for yours truly, 
Yogi Bear. There are trees to climb, hollow stumps to 
snooze in, handy caves here and there, and even big 
plc-a-nic baskets with yummies for tummies. Hey, Hey, 
Hey—what more could a bear want? 

J wasn’t alone because f had my forest friends, and 
some not so friendly. There was my little buddy number- 
two-bear, Boo Boo. He was my regular sidekick. I've 
been romantically linked with the lovely Cindy Bear. 

Who knows, one of these days we might be Mr. and 
Mrs, Yogi Bear. Anyway, we're the Big Three of Bear- 
Dom in Jellystone Park. 

Other folks included that mountain lion turned actor. 
Snaggle puss, who always exited stage right, [eft up or 
down. Then there was a tiny duck named Yakky Doodle 
and a tough bulldog called Chopper. And of course. 
Ranger Smith was also a regular in my cast. 

1 guess Hanna-Barbera found that we bears wore 
pretty good performers because they soon designed 
new films to star some more of us. 

The Breezly and Sneezly series featured a seal 
named Sneezly and a polar bear named Breezly, 
Breezly’s place in the midnight sun was outside an 
army base in the ice and snow of Alaska, 

The Hillbilly Bears involved a whole family called 
the Ruggs. ft featured sleepy, mumbling Paw Rung, 
with his wife Maw Rugg, daughter Floral R jgg ana 
small son Shagg Rugg, They romped through ihe hulks 
In a variety of funny adventures. 



Then there was a hot rodding bear who cried a lot. 

His name was Blubber and he was co-driver of a racing 
machine called the Arkansas Chugg-Bug. 

Hanna-Barbera decided to go to a zoo and design 
a new TV show. This resulted in The Hair Bear Bunch: 
Hair Bear Square Bear, and Bubi Bear. They spent 
most of their time making fife miserable for the 
zoo keeper. 

In the cartoon-type costumed character show, The 
Banana SpHts, guitar-playing Bingo Bear shared the 
spotlight. 

So you see, we bears have played a big part in the 
Funtastic World of Hanna-Barbera. They have also 
starred me in my own TV Birthday Special, and in a big 
theatrical feature ‘ Hey, There, Its Yogi Bear. 15 1 also 
headed up a network series called "Yogi's Gang”- 
heh, hell—what else? Even if I say so myself, H Tm 
Yogi Bear and I’m better than the average bear.
